THE STORY OF 1934 


1. —leaf Finds Federal Activities 
Reaching Deeper Into Nation's Life 


This Is the first In a dally series of 12 articles presenting major 


developments during the year drawing to a close.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(#)—Federal activities, 


extending deeper into the every day life of the nation 
than ever before, marked a new.era in the development 
of a central government during 1934. 


Looking back, histojrians may record the year as the 


period in which the government Bought to purchase 
prosperity by the expenditure of * 
billions, or as the date of the

ta«j?WK 
Congress Pushes 


They also may remember it as 
Investigations 
marking the first nation-wide at- 
tempt to insure bank deposits, 
for the end of the Platt amend- 
ment governing relations between 
Cuba and the United States, 'the 
original trial of compulsory crop 
reduction, or the reorganization 
and reshaping of NRA. 


Drive Against Criminals 
Certainly they will not ignore 


the Initiation of federal regula- 
tion of the stock exchanges, the 
government's 
campaign 
against 


criminals, the new era of fed- 
eral participation 
in labor dis- 
putes, the inauguration of a new 
tariff policy through tbe negotia- 
tion of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, nor the new recognition of 
silver as money. 


Beyond all of these precedent- 
marking events, they may see In 
1934 the beginning of some broad, 
but as yet unrecognizable move- 
ment to the right by the "new 
deal" administration under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's leadership, mark- 
ed by the promise of co-operation ' 
between the administration and 
business. 


Monetary Developments 
The monetary developments of 


1934 are likely to go down in his- 
tory as of major Importance. Ear- 
ly in the year congress granted 
President 
Roosevelt 
authority, 


which he Immediately exercised, 
to devalue the gold dollar. He set 
the price of gold at $35 an ounce, 
thus cutting the dollar's value in 
gold down to 59.06 cents. 
In the same law congress gave 
title to all monetary gold to the 
United States treasury, instead of 
the federal reserve system. 
This, however, did hot satisfy 
the Inflationary elements in con- 
gress and before the session end- 
ed they passed a silver purchase 
law, calling upon the treasury to 
buy sliver until the silver in the 
monetary stocks reached the ra- 
tion of 25 to 75 with gold. 


Millions- In Loan*. 
Millions of dollars were com- 
mitted by the government during 
the year In an effort to bring 
back prosperity and to -care for 
the needy. By the middle of the 
year the public debt passed the

Drought Belief 


Hundreds of millions of dollars 


In addition ware collected In proc- 
essing taxes and paid to farmers 
for reducing surplus crops. 


Aided by the worst drought on 


record, the production of major 
crops was cut to the lowest fig- 
ures for a generation and farm 
prices rose accordingly to high 
levels. 


The drought necessitated fur- 
ther relief. While the govern- 
ment paid cash to buy food for 
humans, it also bought cattle and 
sheep by the thousands, either re- 
moving them to better grazing 
lands or slaughtering 
them 
to 
make food for those on 
relief 
rolls. 


Throughout the year public at- 
tention was centered on the NRA 
—first by the bitter criticism of 
members of congress, then by the 
fault-finding of the Darrow board 
of review, and finally by labor. 


Change In NRA Policy 
The climax came with the res- 
ignatlon of Hugh S. Johnson, as 


lowed quickly. by the reorganiza- 
tion of the recovery unit under a 
board headed by S. Clay Wil- 
liams. 


With change In 
form 
came 
change in policy. Abandonment 
of price-fixing 
and 
production- 


control, begun earlier with the 
service trades, was extended. Ef- 
forts to get all Industry under 
codes were' lessened. 


Many Strike* Called 
Strikes and threats of strikes 
confronted 
the 
administration 


throughout the year and many 
new boards were created to deal 
with them. Strikes in the steel 
and automobile industries ' were 
averted, at least temporarily, by 
federal action, but a costly strike 
in the textile industry'lasted for 
weeks until President Roosevelt 
Intervened. The government 
in- 


tervened in scores of local dis- 
putes, including the general strike 
in San Francisco. 


Government war on 
criminals 
was opened in earnest during the 
year under broad new powers 
granted by congress. The solution 
of a number of major crimes and 
the arrest or death of many "pub- 
lic enemies" followed quickly. 


Deposit Insurance 
Bank failures reached a new 


the dollar and the pouring out of millions to finance the public works 
program. The government's books showed tbe public debt mounted 
to $27,000,000,000, exceeding the wartime peak as efforts to accelerate 
recovery were poshed.

Dec. 17.—(Spl.)—All cotton reduc- 
tion contracts signed In 1984 have 
been declared effective In 1835 
by the Secretary of Agriculture 
and require a reduction of 25 pel- 
cent of the base acreage with, op- 
tional reduction and payments be- 
ing made up to 30 per cnet, ac- 
cording to information 
received 


from Washington by H. H.' WU 
liamson, vice director and statt 
agent for the extension service, 
Rental payments of 8 1-2 cents 
per pound on the average yield 
and parity payments of not less 
than 1 1-4 cents per pound on 
the farm allotment will be made. 
New one-year Contracts will be 
offered growers who did not sign 
contracts this year. These are 
expected to be ready soon so that 
they can be signed and accepted 
by March 1. 
' In recommending this program, 


.C. A. Cobb, chief of the cotton 
production section of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, emphasized that the rate of 
reduction would permit an ex- 
pansion of about 25 per cent of 
the acreage planted by contract- 
ing producers over the acreage 
planted in 1934. 


If the Bankhead act. is contin- 


ued In 1935, the yield Is estimated 
at 12 million bales. If the Bank- 
head act Is discontinued, the total 
production would be greater and 
probably would result In a crop 
of slightly more than 13 million 
bales. Among the factors, which 
would tend to Increase total pro- 
duction if the Bankhead act were 
not in effect would be the devel- 
opment of new cotton lands and 
tbe probability of a smaller per 
cent of non-signers entering into 
contracts for the 1935 season, It 
was pointed out by the cotton 
production section that probably 
production without the Banlfhead 
act is a matter of opinion and 
not subject to precise economic 
analysis. 


After a searching examination 


of all facts and factors relating 
to world cotton production, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics, in the recent Outlook Report 
stated that further expansion of 
cotton acreage In the Immediate 
future 
outside 
of 
the 
United 
States Is not likely to be a very 
serious factor in the world cot- 
ton situation and that most of 
the increase that occurred 
this 


year represents a restoration of 
previous reduction* rather than 
new acreage brought in.

Thompson, who returned today 


from Washington said 
federal 


authorities promised Texas an in- 
crease of "around 40,000 barrels 
daily" effective immediately. 


As current 
proratlon 
orders, 


prescribed for the month, may 
be amended at any time, Thomp- 
son noted that "the commission 
would ba at liberty" to make up- 
ward revisions Immediately upon 
receipt of evidence of the 
in- 


creased market demand for Tex- 
as crude. He said E, B. Swanson, 
chief petroleum economist for the 
bureau of mines in the depart- 
ment of interior, decided con- 
sumption this 
month -exceeded 


anticipations because of "gener- 
ally open weather during the first 
part of the month." 


Thompson anticipated he would 
receive a 
communication 
from 


Swanson early next week and 
said an allowable revision could 
be ordered shortly thereafter.. He 
observed that Texas 
producers 


should not be denied the produc- 
tion increase while awaiting a 
statewide oil proratlon 
hearing 
set for December 22. 


Thompson did 
not 
forecast 


what Texas fields would share in 
the increase although he remind- 
ed that Gordon Griffin, the com- 
mission's 
petroleum 
engineer, 


recommended 400,000 barrels as a 
maximum for East Texas on the 
oasis of prevention of physical 
waste. 


"Griffin said he would alter his 


calculations," 
Thompson 
added, 
however, "if pressure levels rose 
on the basis" effective December 
1, the field was cut back from 
3.6 per cent to 3.45 per cent of 
its hourly potential for a dally 
allowable.

Now Is Good Time 


Transplant Trees, 


Shrubs and Plants 


Now Is the best time to plant 
trees, shrubs, and other nursery 
stock says a local horticulturist. 
There have been plenty of rains 
to get the ground in good condi- 
tion, while the 
recent 
freezes 


have made trees, shrubs, etc., dor- 
mant so they can be moved with- 
out injury. It is always best to 
wait until the ground hag been 
thoroughly soaked by fall rains 
before setting, also there should 
be a good freeze on all stock 
before it Is dug. This puts the 
sap down, and gets the tree in a 
dormant state so that It is not 
injured by moving. 


If properly dug, set, and cared 


for many trees moved now will 
go right on growing next spring 
just as though it had not been 
movad. Often they 
will 
grow, 


faster after being moved. Trees, 
Ehrubs, etc., grow roots in 
the 


winter, so they should be set now 
in order to have a good winter 
root growth in time to take care 
of themselves during the hot, dry 
summers. 


Late set trees have a big disad- 


vantage in that they are called 
on to adjust themselves to their 
new place just before dry weather 
sets in and are unable to do so 
in many cases. 


It U also best to dig holes a 


few days or longer before a tree 
is set. Let the ground air out, 
and also a good suggestion now 
is to take the leaves that have 
fallen, put them in a pile in a 
fence corner, then use them for 
a good mulch during the spring 
and summer. They also make a 
fairly good fertilizer for your rose 
beds, around trees, sTirubs, 
etc. 


Raking them off each year and 
burning them, raking cut grass 
off and burning it, soon impov- 
erishes the soli. You are taking)

The number of deaths in 


Texas due 
to 
automobile 


accidents during the past 
five 
years 
more 
than 


equals the number of Tex- 
ins killed during the World 
War, according to a state- 
ment issued by the State 
Department of Health. Last 
year over twelve hundred 
persons met death in this 
manner and from the fig- 
ures compiled so far 
for 


1934 the number of deaths 
will be even higher. 


Most of the automobile 


accidents occurred on week- 
ends or holidays. This is a 
surprising fact since fewer 
pedestrians are abroad and 
;raffic congestion in towns 
and cities is less on Sunday 
ihan on other days of the 
week. This paradox may 
be explained in part from 
(laying more inexperienced 
drivers on the road, togeth- 
er with their failure to ob- 
serve traffic rules.

HOUSE PAINTER, SIXTY-FIVE 
YEARS OLD, 
CONFESSED 


AFTER TAUNTING FAMILY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.— 


W)—The grave 
of 
Grafce 


Btidd disgorged evidence to 
clinch solution today of the 
kidnaping and killing of the 
child and incrimination of 
Albert H. Fish. 


Fish after 
mocking her 


family by mail since the crime 
was committed six years ago, was 
captured finally through the let- 
ters which he himself sent; con- 
fessed and led officers to the lit- 
tle girl's timberland tomb. 


Butchered by a meat cleaver, 
the body was found In three parts, 
the skull burled in 
the 
woods 


near a ramshackle house in East 
Irvington, the other bones by a 
road. 


"The blood lust seized me," the 


wizened 65-year-old house painter 
said. "But I'm glad It's over now. 
Helping the police find the body 
somehow makes me feel better." 
To the family which had never 


known what had befallen 
their 
child, then ten years old, since 
she walked hand-in-hand with a 
stranger into one of America's 
most mystifying kidnaplngs, the 
swift solution came as a shock. 
"It was a horrible thing," said 


her father, Albert Budd, "and this 
makes It worse." 


Fish Identified. 
The father and a brother of the 


girl, Edward—who originally had 
been marked for the murder— 
confronted Fish 
and 
identified 


him as the man who disappeared 
with Grace. He was charged with 
homicide and kidnaping. 


Police pounced upon Fish in a 
mid-town post office 
substation 


yesterday while he waited for a 
remittance from a son in a CCC 
camp. 


The last bf ' a series of cruel 
letters to the Budd- family had 
been received only a few days ago, 
written on the stationery of an 
employment agency, and tracing 
it back, police came to.the catch. 
Spontaneously 
Fish 
launched 


into a confession, but he was out 
short and taken to police head- 
quarters where he told a com- 
plete and coherent story. Its text 
was not divulged, but Police Com- 
missioner Lewis J. Valentine said 
it ran thus: 


Flanned Killing. 
Contemplating the killing In ad- 


vance ,the man had bought a 
meat cleaver, saw and .butcher 
knife, wrapped them in a tarpau- 
lin and checked them at a news 
stand. 
.Then he went to call at the 


tenement home of ' the 
Budds, 
whose son Edward had advertis- 
ed .for a" farm job. Fish repre- 
sented' himself as 
one 
Frank 


Howard,-and said he had.a. farm 
near Farmingdale,;, a farm that 
existed only in his imagination. 


He intended to tike the 18-year- 
old boy with him and kill him, 
but upon meeting the family was 
captivated by delicate little Grace, 
with her big blue.eyes and brown 
hair, and .marked her instead for 
the massacre. 


Lured Child Away. 
He returned a few days later- 


it was June 3, 1928—said he was 
not going to his farm until the 
next day, and invited Grace to 
accompany him that day to a 
party he said his sister was giv- 
ing for some children. 


Delightedly, the child pinned a 
rose on her white dress and went 
with 
him—to death. 


After picking up 
his 
baleful 
bundle, Fish took her by train to 
the Westchester hideaway which 
he knew to be unoccupied. He 
had lived in a nearby house eight 
years ago. 


Telling the child to play In 
the yard until the other guests 


rrived, he went Into the house, 
laid out his gruesome array of 
tools and .called her. 


Find Body Thursday Night 
It was three days later before 


he returned. It was there that 
they found the body last night, 
the skull, a few bones and tattered 
remnants of a tarpaulin. 


After pointing out the traces of 


his crime, the nervous little man 
was returned to police headquar- 
ters to face her family. 


Throughout their unceasing In- 


vestigation, police had been hin- 
dered, rather than helped by the 
family. They had identified sev- 
eral prospects, two of whom were 
identified only to be acquitted la- 
ter at the direction or the courts. 
This time the family was sure— 
and so were auth rlties. 


Police said Fish was the fath- 


er of six children, had been es- 
tranged from his wife for years, 
and had been 
arrested 
several 


times, convicted once or grand 
larceny.

Local relief officials are now 


confronted with a temporary re- 
lief problem that is taxing their 
ability they reported 
Thursday 
afternoon 
In the form of the 


tenant farmers who have _ com- 
pleted their work on their vari- 
ous places and augmented by a 
large group of farm day laborers. 


Many of these people were fi- 


nanced In part or 
entirely 
by 


banker or government loans dur- 
ing the earlier months of 
this 


year, and were able to make 
only enough to pay back 
their 


loans and now have nothing upon 
which to live until early in 1935 
when they can complete their ar- 
rangements for next year'* ten- 
ure. 


A grand total of 8,400 easel, 


representing about one-fifth 
of 


the 
population 
of the 
county, 


now comprises the relief burden 
of the organization in this coun- 
ty. It Is estimated that perhaps 
twenty per cent of thli group is 
made up of rural residents who 
are destitute until they can com- 
plete arrangements for next year, 
and are very serious problems 
for relief officials In the winter 
months.

REORGANIZATION OF 
REPUBLICAN PARTY 
CLAIMED NECESSARY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.— 
call for complete reorganization of 
the Republican party resounded 
today In the wake of a warning 
that unless the party Is "reborn" 
it will die. 
That warning was handed blunt- 


ly to Eastern Republicans last 
night by Senators WilJIam E. Bo- 
rah of Idaho and Gerald P. Nye 
of North Dakota. In speeches be- 
fore an audience of between 2,500 
and 3,000, including many leaders 
of the party, they urged a re-or- 
ganization alone lines of "con- 
structive liberalism." 
The Republican party, said Nye, 
"needs to be reborn. It needs to 
accomplish complete divorcement 
from its old loves, its old moor- 
ings." 
, 
It must turn its back, he con- 
tinued, upon "that which has been 
its undoing, namely, the private 
money bags of the country x x x" 
"No matter how desperate may 
be the need for money In reuild- 
Ing the party, the greatest amounts 
of It will be to no avail If It must 
be paid back by favor to big busi- 
ness which furnishes it." 
Borah urged young Republican 
clubs and liberals to revolt against 
the "reactionaries" now In control 
of the 
party by organizing In 
every state and county and seiz- 
ing the party machinery. He said 
a conservative party is "impos- 
sible" in these times. 
Asserting the depression served 
as a notice that "the iniquities and 
injustices of our economic struc- 
ture call for readjustment," Bo- 
rah called for reorganization of 
the party giving recognition to la- 
bor, 
the small business man and 
the 
"millions" who have been 
"stripped of their life's savings 
and life's opportunities." 
Both senators commended Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's leadership, 
but 
attacked the NRA as encouraging 
monopoly through price-fixing, and 
both the NRA and AAA as cur- 
tailing industrial and agricultural 
production.

"PEACE PACT" MAY 
BE EXTENDED POWER 
INDUSTRY NEXT YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
15.-VP)— 
President Roosevelt's plans 
and 
hopea for 193B began to unfold in 
mpre detail today, topped by a 
disclosure that talks are in prog- 
ress which, if successful, would 
extend the celebrated eovernmcnt- 
bu^lness "peace pact" to much of 
the vast power industry. 


Though only two weeks ago, a 
plan of power interests to fight 
the Tennessee 
Valley 
authority 
and Its public "yardstick" was in 
the headlines, the White House 
disclosed that certain leaders of 
the industry have been confer- 
ring -vith the President recently. 


The President 
said 
yesterday 
that officers of 
private 
power 
companies had expressed agree- 
ment that any water found in 
capital structure should be squeez- 
ed out and rates reduced accord- 
ingly to yield a reasonable re- 
turn on what was found to be fair 
capitalization. 


He did not name these officers 
and no statement was forthcom- 
ing Immediately from any Pow- 
er men. The Washington Post In- 
terpreted It as a peace move on 
their part. 


Floyd Carlisle, chairman of the 
Niagara and Hudson company, Is 
the latest of a series of power 
men to visit the White House. 
He talked with Mr. Roosevelt yes- 
terday. It wai also disclosed that 
the President talked the day be- 
fore with Wendell Wllkie. presi- 
dent of the Commonwealth and 
Southern, and Preston Arkwrlght, 
president of the Georgia Power 
Company; Mr, Roosevelt said these 
three were working with him on 
friendly terms. 


Favorg Prudent Policy. 


In his remarks on power. Mr. 


Roosevelt' appeared to favor the 
"prudent -Investment" policy of de- 
termining 
proper 
capitalization, 
rather than 
the 
"reproduction 
cost" or other methods. 


TVA has been attacked by pow- 


er men, coal producers and other 
opponents as unconstitutional and 
an unwarranted encroachment on 
the 
field 
of private 
enterprise. 


The, White House has taken the 
stand that the TVA experiment 
will proceed, with the government 
welcoming cooperation of private 
companies where it was found ac- 
ceptable. 


President 
Roosevelt 
also 
had 
something to sav about his ideas 
for the ncw NRA. 
After Presi- 
dent William Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor had car- 
ried to him recommendations that 
the government decline to relin- 
quish its supervision over deal- 
ings between employers and em- 
ployes, Mr. Roosevelt stressed that 
the Intention is to retain: 


1. The principles of collective 
bargaining. 


2. Minimum wage 
provisions. 


3. The prohibition against child 
labor. 


Though Green made clear the 


federation would press its fight 
for a statutory 30-hour week, there 
was no pronouncement on this 
from the White House. HiKh ad-
